Claim 2 (original): The restraint clip of claim 1, wherein the engaging 
member is a rectangular prism having a dovetail shape. 

Claim 3 (original): The restraint clip of claim 1, wherein the engaging 
member has two non-abutting surfaces and the lock body has a first vertical arm extending 
from the base, wherein the first vertical arm abuts one of the two non-abutting surfaces of the 
engaging member. 

Claim 4 (original): The restraint clip of claim 3, wherein the lock body has a 
second vertical arm extending from a second side of the planar base in parallel with the first 
vertical arm, wherein the second vertical arm abuts the other of the two non-abutting surfaces 
of the engaging member. 
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Claim 11 (original): The restraint clip of claim 8, wherein the engaging 
member is a rectangular prism having a dovetail shape. 

Claim 12 (original): The restraint clip of claim 8, wherein the stop is a nut 
defining a threaded hole threadably received by the threaded fastener, the lock body includes 
a lock member positioned between the nut and the engaging member. 

Claim 13 (original): The restraint clip of claim 8, wherein the base of the lock 
body has a first wing and a second wing extending therefrom.
